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EAST LANSING, Mich. - 
Aug. 14— The Representative 
Council of the Michigan 
High School Athletic Associ- 
ation today announced it 
will move the 2020 Fall foot- 
ball season to Spring 2021, 
due to football,Aés higher 
risk for spreading COVID-19, 
with the rest of Fall sports 
proceeding as scheduled. 
The football season switch 
was made based on consul- 
ation with state health de- 
partment officials and after 
surveying MHSAA member 
high schools on their 
progress and preferences 
after the first four days of 
practice. Football is consid- 
ered a high-risk sport for po- 
ential spread of the 
COVID-19 virus because of 
its level of player-to-player 
contact. 

A total of 34,219 student- 
athletes played football at 
MHSAA member schools 
during the 2019 season. A 
total of 520 11-player teams 


and 83 8-player teams were 
anticipated during late sum- 
mer to play football this fall 
season. 

“At the end of the day, we 
did everything we could to 
find a path forward for foot- 
ball this fall,” MHSAA Exec- 
utive Director Mark Uyl 
said. “ But while continuing 
to connect with the Gover- 
nor, Aés office, state health 
department officials, our 
member schools-personnel 
and the Council, there is just 
too much uncertainty and 
too many unknowns to play 
football this fall. 

“No one is willing to take 
the risk of COVID being 
passed on because of a high- 
risk sport. Decisions have to 
be made on our other sports 
as well, but none of those 
carry the same close, consis- 
tent, and face-to-face contact 
as football.” 

The MHSAA announced 
July 17 it would proceed this 
school year with its tradi- 
tional calendar beginning 
with Fall sports but with en- 
hanced precautions to help 
limit the spread of COVID- 
19. At that time, the MHSAA 
also stated it would move 
football, and other Fall

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sports seasons, to the spring 
of 2021 if they were deemed 
unsafe to proceed when orig- 
inally scheduled. Football 
was allowed to begin prac- 
tice, with helmets but no 
other padding, on Aug. 10. 

Volleyball and soccer are 
considered moderate-risk 
for virus spread, while cross 
country, golf, tennis and 
swimming & diving are con- 
sidered low-risk. Cross 
Country, Lower Peninsula 
girls golf and boys tennis 
and Upper Peninsula girls 
tennis began practice Aug. 
12; golf and tennis teams 
may begin competing Aug. 
19, and cross country teams 
may begin competing Aug. 
21. 

Volleyball, boys soccer 
and Lower Peninsula girls 
swimming & diving also 
began practice Aug. 12, and 
competition guidelines for 
those sports will be an- 
nounced Aug. 19. Schools in 
regions under Phase 4 of the 
MI Safe Start Plan remain 
unable to play volleyball or 
swim/dive indoors due to 
governmental restrictions.

Fishing for bass at night 


With summer in full 
swing, fish can become 
quite lethargic. No need to 
fret! For certain species, 
such as bass, you just might 
want to tweak the time of 
day you set out to target 
them. 

Some of the best bass 
fishing this time of year oc- 
curs during the first hour or 
so after dark. You still can 
find fish at dusk and dawn, 
but that first hour or two 
after dark can be excep- 
tional. 

After dark, bass tend to 
move shallow in search of 
an easy meal. Target them 
near the same areas you 
would during other times of 
the day while also casting 
and targeting the shallows.

your technique, though. 
Since after dark you can't 
see the weed line or other 
underwater structures, fish- 
ing subsurface lures is not 
recommended. It is time for 
surface presentations. After 
the cast, work them aggres- 
sively with a jerking motion, 
making sure they pop and 
gurgle across the surface of 
the water during your re- 
trieve. Pay close attention 
during the retrieve, watch- 
ing and listening for the 
strike, which can be explo- 
sive. 

Tf you're feeling adventur- 
ous, get on the water at 10 
p.m. and fish the shallows 
for bass until midnight or 1 
a.m. The results can be 
spectacular!

Updated COVID-19 case 
definitions were recently ap- 
proved to better define con- 
firmed and probable 
cases. When determining if a 
case is considered confirmed 
or probable, we consider clin- 
ical criteria (e.g. symptoms), 
laboratory criteria (e.g. a 
COVID-19 test) and epidemio- 
logical link (contact or poten- 
tial for contact with a 
confirmed or probable 
case). A confirmed case is 
someone with a lab con- 
firmed positive test (e.g. a 
PCR test). A probable case is 
someone who has symptoms

and a link to a confirmed or 
probable case, or has a posi- 
tive antigen (not PCR) test. 
“We have seen a recent 
uptick in confirmed cases lo- 
cally in addition to an in- 
crease in low-risk public 
exposure sites shared,” 
stated Dr. Meyerson, Medical 
Director. “This data reminds 
us that regardless of where 
we go in our communities we 
must continue taking all nec- 
essary precautions to protect 
ourselves and others, and to 
prevent the spread of 


COVID-19 in our communi- 
ties.”

4 million free masks to protect vulner- 
able populations from COVID-19 


Four million free 
masks are being pro- 
vided to Michigan resi- 
dents who are most 
vulnerable to COVID- 
19 through a partner- 
ship involving the 
state, Ford Motor Com- 
pany and the Federal 
Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA), 
Gov. Gretchen Whit- 
mer announced. 

Low-income resi- 
dents, seniors, schools 
and homeless shelters 
will benefit from the 
MI Mask Aid partner- 
ship that is part of the 
Mask Up Michigan 
campaign. 

“Michigan needs to 
continue to ‘mask up’ 
to protect us all from COVID- 
19,” Gov. Whitmer said. “Vul- 
nerable populations may 
have difficulties buying 
masks and our schools need 
face coverings to keep stu- 
dents, staff and community 
members safe. I am thrilled 
that the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services (MDHHS), Ford and 
FEMA are working together 
to help control the spread of 
the coronavirus.” 

The project is in partner- 
ship with Gov. Whitmer’s 
Michigan Coronavirus Task 
Force on Racial Disparities 
chaired by Lt. Gov.

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Missasauga is state’s only venomous snake

If any creatures ever 
needed better public rela- 
ions, it would be snakes. 

They have been vilified 
since the earliest of Bible 
‘ales, and their overall repu- 
ation hasn’t improved 
markedly since. 

But there are plenty of 
people who have more re- 
spect for snakes — especially 
hose species not well-re- 
garded. 

Tn fact, Michigan has be- 
come an important labora- 
ory for the study and 
preservation of one of them, 
he eastern massasauga rat- 
lesnake, the only venomous 
viper that inhabits the state. 
Massasauga rattlesnakes 
were listed as a federally 
hreatened species under the 
Endangered Species Act in 
2016 and are thereby pro- 
ected animals. 

By rattlesnake standards, 
massasauga rattlers are 
small, averaging about 2 feet 
long as adults, reaching a 
maximum of about 30 
inches. 

The term “massasauga” 
means “great river mouth” 
in the Ojibwe language and 
was likely given to these 
snakes because of the places 
he pit vipers are found. 

They inhabit wetlands and 
eed upon small mammals 
such as mice and voles, 
frogs, and other snakes. 
They ambush predators, re- 
maining motionless and 
striking when they detect 
prey through heat, sound, 
motion or odor. They inject 
venom that destroys tissue 
and incapacitates the prey. 
Eastern massasaugas 
range from southern On- 
ario to Missouri and from 
central New York to eastern 
owa. There are a couple of 
subspecies found in the 
American southwest and 
into Mexico. 

“Massasaugas are rare in 
Michigan, though more com- 
mon than in most other 
parts of their range,” said 
Tom Goniea, a fisheries biol- 
ogist and herptile expert 
with the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. 
“There are records of their 
existence in every county of 
the Lower Peninsula. 

“They’ve never been found 
on the mainland of the 
Upper Peninsula, though 
they have been found on Bois 
Blanc Island, which is in 
Mackinac County,” Goniea 
said. “Like all reptiles and 
amphibians, they were once 
more widespread and nu- 
merous throughout the state 
than they are today.” 

Habitat destruction and 
persecution have led to their 
decline. 

“They’re really rare; very 


few people will ever en- 
counter these animals in the 
wild,” Goniea said. “They’re 
pretty docile, not a particu- 
larly aggressive animal. In 
my 14 years as herptile spe- 
cialist with the DNR Fish- 
eries Division, I’ve averaged 
being notified of less than 
one bite a year.” 

Rattlesnake bites, while 
rare in Michigan, can and do 
occur. Many bites are the re- 
sult of people handling 
them, though people walking 
though tall grass in rat- 
tlesnake habitat near and 
around wetlands without ad- 
equate footwear or long 
pants could potentially be 
bitten. 

Snakebites are less likely 
to occur when following 
some basic safety precau- 
tions. Anyone who has been 
bitten should seek immedi- 
ate medical attention. 

“They can only strike 
about one-third to one-half 
their body length, which for 
a typical Michigan rat- 
tlesnake is 8 to 15 inches, soa 
person has to get really close 
to be in any danger,” Goniea 
said. “They are not going to 
lunge out and bite you from 
several feet away.” 

There are no records of fa- 
talities in Michigan since the 
post-World War II era that 
Goniea knows about. 

Other snakes are often 
misidentified as massas- 
augas. 

“Probably 95 percent of 
the calls we get from people 
who are sure they have a 
massasauga are verified 
with pictures as something 
else,” Goniea said. 

Much of the focus of mas- 
sasauga rattlesnake study in 
Michigan is at the Edward 
Lowe Foundation property 
in Cass County, where a vi- 
able population of the crea- 
tures inhabits the wetlands.

Mike McCuistion, vice 
president of physical re- 
sources at the foundation in 
Cass County, said staffers 
have found dead rattlesnakes 
on the roads of the property 
over the years, and because 
“conservation is part of the 
foundation’s charter,” the 
foundation decided to inves- 
tigate them. 

The foundation engaged a 
student studying reptiles to 
survey the area. He found 
one. 

Later, a graduate student's 
research involved studying 
how fire — such as controlled 
burns — impacted the snakes. 
He used the Lowe property 
as his control (non-burned) 
area, and he found a number 
of the rattlesnakes. 

That information allowed 
he foundation to conduct 
controlled burns without af- 
‘ecting the snakes. 

“We know where the 
snakes are and we know 
where the hibernacula (hi- 
bernation locations) are,” 
McCuistion said. “We can 
burn when the snakes are hi- 
bernating.” 

The presence of the rat- 
tlesnakes inspired the foun- 
dation to get involved with 
he snake’s Species Survival 
Plan. The plan, largely a 
‘unction of zoos and aquari- 
ums, is sort of an insurance 
policy for species — should 
they ever disappear. 

Zoos that have massas- 
auga rattlesnakes have been 
selectively breeding them for 
genetic diversity. These zoos 
would have a population of 
the snakes available. 

The Lowe foundation 
agreed to host the annual 
meeting of the Species Sur- 
vival Plan nine years ago in 
exchange for team’s coopera- 
tion in surveying the 
grounds annually for the 
snakes.

“The nice thing about this 
population is that it’s cen- 
trally located in massasauga 
range,” McCuistion said. 

Over the course of the last 
seven years, the surveyors 
have identified more than 
800 individual massasaugas 
on the property, with a stable 
population of about 150 
adults. 

Specimens are collected, 
aged, sexed, measured, 
weighed and photographed. 
Adults are implanted with 
PIT (passive integrated 
transponder) tags and all are 
returned to where they were 
found. The tags identify the 
snakes individually. 

Penny Felski, herptile 
manager at the Buffalo Zoo 
and a member of the Special 
Survival Plan team, has been 
on every survey at the Lowe 
property since they started. 

“The Buffalo Zoo has been 
working with this species 
since the 1960s, but our first 
successful breeding was in 
2012,” Felski said. “It took a 
while to figure out the hus- 
bandry.” 

Essentially, when poten- 
tial mates are selected, the 
snakes are introduced in the 
fall and kept together until 
breeding has been wit- 
nessed. Young are born live 
the next summer. The female 
at the Buffalo Zoo has pro- 
duced 13 offspring over the 
years. All are now at other 
ZOOS. 

Eric Hileman, who re- 
cently earned his doctorate 
degree from Northern IIli- 
nois University for his work 
on eastern massasaugas and 
is now a quantitative biolo- 
gist at Trent University in 
Ontario, said roughly 70 per- 
cent of adult massasaugas 
survive annually, but only 38 
percent of newborns 
(neonates) survive their first 
year. 

“T think freezing over the 
winter is the big problem,” 
Hileman said. “They don’t 
know how to do it.” 

Unlike many other rat- 
tlesnakes, massasaugas hi- 
bernate alone, often using 
crayfish burrows for hiber- 
nacula. 

Hileman said massas- 
augas have been known to 
live up to 20 years in captiv- 
ity, which is up to 30 percent 
longer than they live in the 
wild.

DNR update on confirmed cougar sightings 


All sightings are in U.P. 


No matter what you call 
them — pumas, panthers, 
mountain lions or cougars — 
these mysterious mammals, 
and suspected sightings of 
them, get people talking. The 
DNR wants residents to

tening and keeping a careful 
eye on where cougars report- 
edly are turning up. 

This year, the DNR has six 
confirmed reports of cougars 
in Michigan, all in the Upper 
Peninsula: one each in 
Chippewa, Ontonagon and 
Schoolcraft counties and 
three in Delta County.

staff confirmed two of those 
reports after finding cougar 
tracks while conducting the 


UP. winter wolf track survey. 


Four additional sightings 
were confirmed after resi- 
dents submitted trail camera 
photos of cougars. 

The confirmed reports are 
rare. Since 2008 there have 
been 55 confirmed reports of 


cougars in Michigan and all 
but one have been in the 
Upper Peninsula. It’s also im- 
portant to note that the re- 
ports could be multiple 
sightings of the same animal. 
Though originally native 
to Michigan, cougars were 
driven from the state’s land- 
scape due to several factors, 
including habitat loss, 


around the early 1900s. De- 
spite the occasional reported 
sightings, wildlife experts say 
there’s no evidence of a 
breeding population in the 
state. 

"DNA analysis of two 
cougars poached in the U.P., 
for example, showed the ani- 
mals likely dispersed from 
their established populations 


in South Dakota, Wyoming 
and Nebraska," said Cody 
Norton, large carnivore spe- 
cialist with the DNR. 

In Michigan, cougars are 
an endangered species and 
protected by law. To learn 
more about the recent con- 
firmed sightings or to submit 
a cougar report, visit Michi- 
gan.gov/Cougars.

HIDDEN COSTS OF HOMEOWNERSHIP 


You've traded in renting for 
owning. So now what? 

You may be surprised to find 
out that there is more money in- 
volved in owning a house than 
just taking out a home loan and 
making your monthly payments. 

What you weren't responsible 
for as a renter becomes all yours 
as a homeowner. Property taxes, 
utilities, home maintenance and 
repairs, insurance and even dec- 
orating in any way you choose 
are all on you now, for better or 
worse. And if you live in an asso- 
ciation or in other types of com- 
munities where special property 
taxes are assessed, you'll have to 
contend with that, too. 

Let’s break it down. 

Closing Costs 

Closing costs can add on thou- 
sands of dollars when your loan 
is settled. Those fees are often 
negotiated and vary state-by- 
state. As a buyer you may be re- 
sponsible for a portion of them 
or the seller may assume all of 
them. The expense may be writ- 
ten into the offer so that the 
buyer doesn’t have to come up 
with the cash. 

Property Taxes 

Your property taxes are the 
principal source of revenue for 
municipalities, counties and 
school districts. The United 
States average for property taxes 
is 1.38 percent of the home’s 
value with the highest rates in 
New Jersey, Connecticut, New 
Hampshire, New York and 
Rhode Island and the lowest in 
Louisiana, Alabama, West Vir- 
ginia, Mississippi, and Arkansas. 
Additionally, there are variances 
within counties, parishes, bor- 
oughs and the like. 

Tf you live in a condo or a com- 
munity that assesses its resi- 
dents a special tax, such as a 
condo development, you will 
have fees on top of your prop- 
erty taxes. 

Find out what your annual ob- 
ligations are and budget accord- 
ingly. Otherwise, you'll have a 
shock when those taxes and fees 
become due. 

Private Mortgage Insurance 

Tf your down payment was 
less than 20 percent of the pur- 
chase price, you will be required 
to buy Private Mortgage Insur- 
ance. PMI enables you to buy a 
house with a smaller down pay- 
ment. The insurance protects 
the lender against you default- 
ing on the loan. Once you have 
sufficient equity in the house, 


the PMI coverage can be can- 
celed. 
Homeowners Insurance 
You can’t get a loan without 

taking out homeowner’s insur- 
ance but that doesn’t cover 
everything, especially if you live 
in an area where natural disas- 
ters occur. You should consider 
supplemental policies for floods, 
tornados, hurricanes and earth- 
quakes. And if you have a lot of 
valuable items, such as jewelry, 
antiques, art or a lot of expen- 
sive equipment like computers 
or cameras, you'll need to buy a 
rider if you want them covered. 

Decorating 

One of the most satisfying 
hings about home ownership is 
the ability to make your house 
ook just about any way you 
want it. Want a moat and draw- 
bridge? Put them in. Want a 
ropical island theme? Do it. You 
can change the appearance of a 
house with something as simple 
as paint or as elaborate as a re- 
model. And a house new to you 
generally needs furniture and 
other items like window treat- 
ments, carpeting and light fix- 
ures. 

Home Maintenance and Re- 
airs 

If you bought a fixer-upper, 
you pretty much know what’s 
ahead of you. Time, sweat and 
money... then add another 20 
ercent or more to the costs. But 
even a house in pristine move-in 
condition is going to need main- 
enance and it’s better sooner 
rather than later. 


There will come the day - 
maybe not now, but inevitably — 
hat the roof will need to be re- 
laced or the furnace breaks 
down or something goes terribly 
wrong with the plumbing. Your 
choice is to repair or replace. If 
you're handy at DIY, you have an 
advantage, but you'll still need to 
spend some money.
